In His last commission Je- 
sus said, ‘Go ye,’’ and did 
not leave on record any mod- 
ification of this command. We 
don’t see anywhere in this 
commission where he said, If 
the way opens, or, If you can 
get your expences, or, Wait 
for a special leading, or, If 
the folks want you, or, If you 
can get to ride, or, If you can 
get anew pair of shoes ora 
suit of clothes or anything 
else. He just said, Go ye into 
all the world.’’ He certainly 
meant for His messengers to 
go even if they had to walk. 

Nowhere is it recorded where 
He advised them to get a good 


home and plenty of provision 
for their families before they 
started. The only thing that 


should detain them was to 


wait forthe Holy Ghost. He 
did not tell them to write to 
the place where they felt like 
they ought to go and say, ‘‘T’ll 
come if you will send me the 
money to pay my fare.’’ He 
said to “‘Go’’ and go every- 
where. He did not tell them 
to select their field nor go any 
certain place in the world, 
but “‘Go ye into all the 
world.”’ 

] have searched the Bible 
through several times and I 
have not found one place 


where He told them to stop 
and work at secular employ- 
ment for a while to get means 
to support their families or 
purchase clothes so _ they 
might look respectable. The 
record does not state that the 
people they preach to will al- 
ways receive them gladly and 
be good to them and pay them 
money. But it does state a- 
among other things ‘‘With 
persecutions.’’ But regard- 
lers of persecutions and priva- 
tions and _ disappointments 
they areto “‘Go ye into all 
the world.’’ 

There is one thing about 
this commission that should 
not be overlooked. He said, 
‘‘Lo, Iam with you alway.’’ 
This ought to be enough to 
encourage every one to ‘‘Go’’ 
even if the way does seem 
long, and you have to walk 
till your feet are sore, and you 
are tired and hungry, He is 
with you alway. 

He told the disciples that 


-if they should get to a city or 


place that would not receive 
them they should shake the 
dust off their feet and go on 











to another place. He did not 
say they would be able to ac- 
complish something at every 
place, but they must go every 
place and He would be with 
them alway — in the place 
where they were not received 
as well as the places where 
they were accepted and loved. 

The aggressive spirit should 
be stimulated in the life of 
every Christian soldier. This 
will lead to more aggressive 
work in all places where prov- 
idence has located God's chil- 
dren. When a family locates 
in a new community they 
should begin prayer meetings 
in their own home and soon 
others in the neighborhood 
will ask for the prayermeet- 
ing to be held at’ ‘their house.” 
By pressing this kind ot work 
right on it willsoon pave the 
way for the call of a minister 
tohold a protracted meeting 
and in a short time there will 
bea good church established 
and a nice prosperous Sunday 
school. 


Wherever there is already 
achureh and Sunday school 
the same aggressive spirit that 
planted it should be contin- 
ed to keep it growing. As 
you meet people during the 
week make it your business 
to invite them to Sunday 
school and meeting the next 
Sunday. Insist on them at- 
tending the prayer meetings. 
No matter if you have invited 
them severai times. do it a- 
gain, and when yon give the 
invitation look so sweet that 
they will really feel you are 
interested in them. Show by 
your actions and happy joy- 
ful expression that you are 
feasting on the good things of 





God while they are starved 
and Jean in their souls. 

If you are always just mere- 
ly trying to defend yourself 
when the enemy attacks you 
he will soon keep you busy 
at that alone. I have known 
some people who were always 
legging others to pray for 
them which may not be a bac 
thing, but the.very best way 
to overcome, stay happy and 
maintain the victory is to al- 
ways be an aggressive worker 
in the great harvest field. 
When vou feel the presence 
of the enemy attacking you 
go out on the street and com- 
mence inviting people to at- 
tend the Sunday school, pray- 
er meeting or other services, 
or go to some home or several 
homes and don’t stay too long 
but just merely long enough 
to make yourself agreeable 
and have a prayer with the 
family or just those that 
chance to be present. Don't 
tell them your trials, and 
don’t stay after you have 
prayed only just barely long 
enough not to appear rude. 
Shake hands with them and 
hasten on to another place. 
By the time you have visited 
three or four places in this way 
you Will have such a complete 
victory over the devil and 
you will feel so hanpy that 
you can hardly stay in this 
world. Tobeon the defen- 
sive alone always encourages 
the enemy to continue to ha- 
rass, but you begin to act on 
the offensive by pressing into 
the battle to win souls and 
let yourown case go and you'll 
soon find your freedom. 

[ have known some people 
who, it seemed, would almost 
die with “‘the blues’? and 
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discouragement simply  be- 
cause they were always en- 
gagea with themselves and 
never tried to help any body 
else. They say they «don’t 
feel able nor fitto help any 
body else, but Jesus says ‘‘Go 
ye’ and they are not obeving 
Him and of course they wont 
feel good. If they would on- 
ly do the little things that 
they could do around home 
and be faithful and aggressive 
they would be far more hap- 
py and less attacked by the 
devil. 

Don’t merly try to -hold 
your own, but try to gain 
more territory. The person 
that just tries to get his own 
soul saved and keep saved 
and never try to help some 
body else will soon find him- 
self away down the hill below 
What he once was. The life 
of every saved man or woman 
ought to be one of self sacri- 
fice and stimulated to the 
highest degree with aggress- 
iveness to pull others out of 
the hands of the enemy. The 
members of every Sunday 
school should all have the 
aggressive spirit, and work 
for the advancement of the 
school in numbers and inter- 
est. Ask others to attend 
the Sunday school. Try it 
once and see if vou don’t feel 
better. Ask others to attend 
the prayer meetings and see 
if you don’t feel better. Ey- 
ery member of the church 
should be an aggressive work- 


er. Don’t think you always 
have to leave home and trav- 
elon the train and go out 
and hold meetings to be a 
workers for God. Some of 
the most aggressive worker 
I know are those that scaicely 
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ever leave their own town or 
community. But they are 
awlwais giving the enemy a 
enase and closing in on him in- 
stead of always trying to s.ield 
themselves from his blows and 
always begging people to pray 
for them. 

ress into the battle and 
never allow yourself to pity 
yourself nor plead for sympa- 
thy from others. The writer 
got into a tight hard place 
once and needed some counsel 
and in entering the room where 
was agood man he said, “I 
have gotten into a hard place 
and feel the need of some ad- 
vice, but I do not seek your 
sympathy nor pity. 1 only feel 
the need of a little advice ” 

There are many people that 
do need our sympathy, but we 
as ambassadors for God are 
soldiers in the fight and we are 
to help others not think of our 
own need of help nor sympa- 
thy. Lose your lives for the 
sake of others and you will 
always have a beautiful bright 
happy experience, but spend

and merely trying to save 
yourself or keep from backslid- 
ing and you will go down sure. 
Work for the Lord and work 
hard. Keep yourself busy on 
the firing line—on the aggress- 
ive line by helping others and 
you will have but little to say 
about hard trials and tempta- 
tions or what others have said 
about you, 

The most sickening thing we 
have to contend with in our 
meetings is somebody getting 
up and lamenting and crying 
and telling about how they 
have had to bear so many hard 
things said about them, when 
if they were on the aggressive

22,23 to their lives and go 
right on never Intimatice that 
auy body has ever said atv 
thing against them, Hailelajal: 
Now look up and shout and 
lee] better and press Inte the 
fight syalust Satan aud be se 
busy that you will have no 
lime to pity yourself nor enter- 
tain What has been said against 
you. Glory to God! Bea 
mau, nota baby. Bea wo- 
man, not a baby. Remember 
youn have enlisted in this war 
to bea soldier, not a weakling, 
not a coward, Be the means 
in God’s hands of bdilding up 
the work wherever you go in- 
stead of being a weight or load 
to always have somebody pull 
you along. Make the loa 
lighter by your presence in- 
stead of heavier.

In holiness and Pentecostal cir- 
éles we hear a good deal said about 
compromizing the truth. Some will 
dcelare that they will /live on bread 
and water, or walk froin place te 
place and preach, or Suffer anything 
else, such as imprisonment, death ete 
before they will eompromize the 
truth one iota. We wonder that 
some of these do not renlize that the 
spirit of the truth may be compro- 
mized as well as the letier, or word- 
ing of the treth. We have seen 
some, whe, on cceount of thei rigid, 
stern way of putting the truth, were 
mere like » cizcle saw, than a spir- 
itual cyclone «ith every thin,; stir- 
yed and moved for good, as_ the 
showers ot gruece, love and bles- 
sing poured all around. 

Surely we should stanc uneom- 
sromisingly for the whole trzth, but 
we must not forget that truth is 
pewerless for good except in its 
proper spirit. Free salvatien, re- 
generation, holiness, healing for the 
bedy, Pentecoss and all, may be 
preached in a_ spirit, tone or 
manner that it will effec little or 
no good. No doubt many uneonsci- 
ously fall intu certain ways, and the 
use of certain words ete. in their 
prayers, testimonies and preaching 
that they would not use if they saw 
themselves as other s see’ them. 
But some seem to take pride in us- 
ing sharp werds and expressions, 
thinking thu: to effect 10re or to 
gain attention, and if they stir up 
rndue opposition in this way, it 
seems to fill them with pleasure. 
We have seen this harsh, rough 
method stir up a gvest opposition 
when there ws, apparently, not a 
thing gaiued for the Lord or His 
cause. Of course it ig necessary to 
preech straight and lift the stand- 
ard high, but in the spirit of the 
Master. We krew that the fall gos- 
pel truth will enrage Satan, but it 
will be light, food and help to hon- 
est seekers of the way to heaven. 
Let us notice some seriptures that 
relate to ovr spirit and tone in 
deating with and showing to others 
the way of t-uth. 

“Tet brotherly love  continuc.” 
“Tove as brethren.” Would speak- 
ing in toneues .make some believe 
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yeu had this love if you dealt with 
them in this harsh way that is so 
cutting ang unlike Jesus? “Be pa- 
tient toward all men.” “Lei pa- 
tience have her perfect work.” You 
ean urge holiness and sanctification, 
but ifyou fail to live these two vou 
haven’t got it. 

Yeu may deelare that ali who are 
welean in heart are dane, but 
suppese you overlook the following 
in vour Gaily hfe viieve are you? 
“Gentleness,” “Kindness,” ‘“Meek- 
ness,” “Longsuffering,” “Speak evil 
of no man,” “Be pitiful, be courte- 
ous.” Don’t you think it would be 
better to get this list in our life be- 
fore we Condemn ,too severely, the 
unbeliever, in holiness? “Eusy to be 
entreated.” That means approxweha- 
ble, don’t fly off the handle 1f some 
ene advises you to leave off some- 
thing, or if a good friend shows 
vou where you are making a mistake 
Sthank him for it.

“speech will be always with grace, 
comfort and edify yourselves and 
especially to he!p the weak among 
you, doing goed amene all with 
whom you come in eontset.
